THE STATE’S LONGEST ROADS 


Southeastern Oklahoma is coming in out of the mud. Four 
of the largest counties in Oklahoma, all lying along the Red 
River or in the edge of its valley, have bonded themselves 
to the limit to build permanent roads. 
The empire of McCurtain started the road building cru­ 
sade, to be joined a few weeks later by Choctaw. 
The good 
example of these counties was infectious and Bryan county 
just to the west of Choctaw soon joined in the procession. 
Last week Johnston county voted her quota of road bonds 
by the almost unprecedented ratio of more than four to one. 
From Frog Spur on the Arkansas line to Mill Creek on the 
Frisco it is 150 miles as the crow flies. 
Running between 
these two villages if not touching them is the Bankhead High­ 
way, one of the proposed national highways of the country. 
The fact that these four great counties have provided the 
money means that the Bankhead Highway will be built thru 
these counties. 
Thus a permanent road that may be traveled 
llain or shine will soon be found wending its way for 150 
miles through the hills and valleys of Southeastern Oklahoma. 
Much of the country to be covered by this net work of 
macadam is virgin territory'. 
Down among the mountains of 
McCurtain are some of the largest undeveloped areas in the 
southwest. Choctaw has tens of thousands of unbroken acres. 
Bryan is better developed but is still a new country. 
Much 
of Johnston is an undeveloped wilderness. 
Soon the inhabi- 
ants of those primeval forests will see one of the country’s 
finest highways passing by their doors. 
The Mill Creek 
citizen will find himself within five hours of Ashdown, a trip 
of several most laborious days and impossible at many sea­ 
sons just now. 
There is a lesson in the Bankhead Highway and in the 
course pursued by these four counties for the people of Pon­ 
totoc County, if they will only learn the lesson. 
While trade 
may follow the flag it is a shining certainty that civilization 
and imigration follow' roads. 
Trade and expansion of business 
and erection of factory wails will follow' the permanent roads. 
Soon the county without permanent highways w'ill be off 
the map. 
Already the hard surface highway has been plan­ 
ned to our southern boundary'. 
We must get in the game or 
check out for keeps.
